From One Czar to Another 


The official report of State Engineer Paul Bailey, 
recommending the construction of dams for the stor­ 
age of storm waters of the Santa Ana river, has been 
filed with the state legislature. 
’’The co-ordinated plan,” said Engineer Bailey in 
his report, “ proposes that reservoirs be constructed 
on all the principal streams and that they be operated 
both for conservation and flood control. 
There is legislation now before the legislature at 
Sacramento, which, when ena cted into law, is ex­ 
pected to clear the way legally for the formation of 
an effective conservation district. 
Experience in re­ 
lation to similar legislation enacted for the benefif of 
projects in other parts of the state indicates the prob­ 
ability that there may be some delays while the act is 
being tried out in the courts. 
Buyers of bonds nat­ 
urally want the legality of a district thoroughly set­ 
tled before they turn over money for the bonds. 
The 
setting up and trying out of the legal machinery will 
take some time. 
In the meantime, the engineering 
work done by the sta te, as reported by Sta te Engineer 
| Ba iley, offers the best of encouragement to San Ber- 
\ nardino, Riverside and Orange counties to proceed 
with the project. 
Engineer Ba iley ha s pointed out that Southern 
California at present has not one-third the water that 
it will need to carry out its evident destiny. 
Any city 
county or combination of cities or counties that neg' 
lects its opportunities for water development and con­ 
servation is bound to drop behind the procession.
